CRANBERRIES 


AREA WILMINGTON DELICACY 


It isn't generally known, but 
the first commercial shipment 
of cranberries ever to be made 
were grown in the North Woburn 
South Wilmington area. 

In 1793 a North Woburn mer- 
chant shipped 14 tons of cran- 
berries to Baltimore, as a 
venture, on one of the trading 
schooners of that day. It is 
not recorded whether or not 
the venture was a success, but 
Wilmington very shortly became 
the Cranberry Capital of the 
World, so that one may guess 
money was made on that first 
venture. 

Cranberry bogs were soon to 
be found all over Wilmington, 
ranging in size from one acre 
to forty. Every farmer worth 
his honor had a bog, and was 
shipping cranberries to Boston 
for the Thanksgiving tables of 
the country. 

Only a couple of cranberry 
bogs are in existance today, 
the most prominent one being 
on Shawsheen Avenue, about 10 
acres in area, and a second 
one of abont othe same size 
being further downstream on 
Lubbers Brook, behind the Glen 
Road School. The Shawsheen Ave 
bog is owned by two ladies who 
live down in the Cape Cod area 
(where most cranberries are 
now grown) and the other is 
the property of a Stoneham man 
Back about 1840, when Cran- 
berry growing was at its best 
in Wilmington there were bogs 
all over town. Where the Cron- 
in Gravel Pit is today was a 
large one, and another across 
Salem Street, both owned by 
a man named Charlie Walsh, who 
lived on top of the old hill 
which no longer exists. 
(Welsh's, as the area is to- 
day called, is a mis-spelling 
of Walsh). 

Walsh's home was possibly the 
home built by Deacon John 
Harnden, after the Harnden 
Massacre, in 1706. 

Deacon Henry Sheldon had a 
large cranberry bog, off Lo- 
well Street, on property now 
owned by Aveo, in back of the 
present baseball diamonds, and 
in the Hathaway Acre area a 
small bog still exists, owned 
by Dr. Silas Brown, at that 
time Wilmington's beading 
physician. Dr. Brown lived 
at the corner of Woburn and 


Salem Streets, where Dr. 

Rounds lives today. 

But about 1850 the cranberry 
industry of Massachusetts had 
a sudden change. The "Cran- 
berry Blight" so-called, 
struck, and the vines withered 
away and died. 

Consequently it was with some 
amusement that the farmers of 
Wilmington greeted the announ- 
cement of Mrs Dr. France B. 
Hiller, in 1890, that she was 
going to grow cranberries. 
Mrs. Hiller had had many 
terprises, and each time she 
made money, but this time, the 
Wilmington farmers were cer- 
tain, she would lose money. 
The Blight, they told each 
other, will kill the vines. 
Mrs Hiller caused about 10 
acres of swampland (the pre- 
sent Rotary Park) to be cleared 
and had ditches dug, for the 
bog. She ensured her necessary 
water supply by diverting the 
waters of Mill Brook, a ditch 
in back of Louie's being dug 
at that time. 

The man who was to "run" the 
bog was Mrs. Hiller's third 
husband, Henry Surrette Hiller 
Mrs Hiller evidently believed 
it would keep Henry busy, but 
her belief didn't pan out, as 
he turned the care of the bog 
over to relatives, and spent 
his time in other activities. 
But the blight didn't kill 
the vines, and Mrs. Hiller a- 
gain made money, to the utter 
confusion of those who were 
prepared for a good laugh at 
Mrs. Hiller's expense. 

She would sit under a huge 
black umbrella, in back of the 
"cranberry building" (today an 
apartment house on Middlesex 
Avenue, and watch over the do- 
zens of Italian and French wo- 
men and children who would 
gather each fall, to pick her 
cranberries. 

And she made money, handsome— 
ly. 

Today's bogs are a gamble.’ In 
a good year the cranberry bog 
owner might net a thousand 
dollars an acre, but there are 
not very many good years. 

The rest of the time the 
eranberry bog owners stay 


en- 


quiet, and close-mouthed, -and 
that's the way most of them 
are, right now.
